DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acl^nowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), wliicli 
papers have been placed of record in tine file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The IDS(s), filed 2/7/06; 1 1/29/06, has/have been considered in full.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, "joining while aligning" is indefinite since the joining process is 
mechanical and the shafts would be aligned prior to joining. 
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Claim 1 , "by way of the plurality of balls" is indefinite since it is not clear how the bails 
join the shafts. 

Claim 2, "the plurality of loaded balls" lacks antecedent basis. Applicant must 
review the claims in their entirety to ensure all recitations have the proper antecedent 
basis. 

Claim 3 is indefinite. It is not clear how this defines the size of the coupling. The 
effective number of turns of the nut results in a number. There are no dimensions 
associated with this result. See also claim 9. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1 -1 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rosenthal (5,069,076). 

Rosenthal shows a screw (4) and nut (48) which have complementary threads for 
translation when there is relative rotation between the screw and nut; a coupling (33) 

which is intended for connecting the screw (4) to an extension piece (column 5, lines 
18-19); the coupling sleeve has radial holes or slits which allow lubricant to flow in both 
directions. 
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But Rosenthal does not show a screw and nut device which utilizes balls in the interface 
between the screw and the nut. 

Nagal et al. (6,446,520) shows a screw (4) and nut (6) device which has a plurality of 
balls (14) loaded in the interface between the screw and the nut and a recirculation 
pathway (18) for returning the balls to the beginning of the recirculation path. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to incorporate the ball type screw and nut device of Nagai et al. into the non 
recirculating screw and nut device of Rosenthal since these two types of screw and nut 
devices are known equivalents and the selection of either of these known screw and nut 
devices would be well within the level of skill in the art. Further, the selection of the ball 
type screw and nut device reduces friction and is therefore the preferred selection when 
cost is not a concern.
